Rev. Gervas M.Keesee, was bom in Henrico Co., Virginia, March 25th, 1805. His parents 
Charles and Mildred Keesee— both of whom were devoted Christians, and pious members of the 
Methodist E. Church, died, while he was yet quite young, and left him to the care of an uncle, who 
took especial care to bring him up for God, and the church. 

In 1824, Mr. Keesee was happily converted, and became an experimental Christian. In 1826, he 
was licensed as a local preacher in the Methodist E. Church. He continued his mmisterial labours 
in this capacity, until 1834, when, at a considerable sacrifice of his temporal interests, he gave up his 
worldly business, and joined the Virginia Annual Conference, which held its session that year in the 
city of Raleigh, North Carolina. From the time he connected himself with the (’onference, till he 
ended his effective labours, his life was distinguished by a well tempered zeal, stability, and devotion 
to the work in which he was engaged, as a minister of Jesus Christ For several years he was a 
Presiding Elder, and he served the church, in this relation, with remarkable usefulness and fidelitj-. 
He was much beloved by the people of his pastoral care, on all the appointments which he filled. 

At the Conference held in Lynchburg, V a., 1844, he was appointed to the Portsmouth station, an 
appointment which he had filled several years before. He was most cordially received, and entered 
upon his work witli his accustomed zeal and ability. But at an eariy period in his lafwurs, he con- 
tracted a violent cold, which settled upon his lungs, and resulted in a pulmonary affection. He was 
compelled to give up his charge, and retire to his farm in the country of his nativity. Here he lin- 
gered on until Nov. 14th 1847, when, duririg the session of the conference of which he was a mem- 
ter, he breathed his la.st in great peace, and in the full assurance of a blessed immortality. A shwt 
time before his death he wrote thus to a fiiend— “I trust I am patiently suffering the wMl of God and 
waiting in full assurance of faith my deliverance.” 

A widow and four children survive him. 

Mr. Keesee was a man of good intellectual endowments. His preaching was distinguished by close 
and powerful argumentation. He was eminently an instructive and useful preacher of the cross of 
Christ. He rests from his labours — his works follow him.

At Decatur, Tennessee, October 10, 
1849. 



Oscar F. Cunningham was bom in Grayson county, Virginia, May, 1, 1813 ; embraced 
religion and joined the M. E. Church in his youth. Was licensed to preach in his 21st year, 
admitted into the Holoton Conference on trial in 1835, and appointed to Jonesboro circuit : in 
1836 he travelled the Waynesville circuit — in 1836-7 Dandridge circuit — in 183 1 -8 Abingdon 
circuit— in 1838-9 Cleaveland circuit. After travelling several years he loca^d ; but be- 
ing satisfied in that relation, he was re-admitted after one year, was appointed Presiding Elder, 
and continued to fill that office until the year before his death — his declining health then indu- 
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feed the Cbnference to grant him a superannuated relation. 

Bro. Cunningham filled all his appointments acceptably and usefully. A few days before he 
left the world, his physician informed him that he must die. He “set his house in order.” To a 
brother Itinerant who visited him, he said, “ Tell my brethren I died as near my post as I 
could.” The Sabbath after, he said, he “ had never spent so pleasant a Sabbath on earth.” — 
He communed with his friends on his dying bed shortly before his departure, and called his 
\ family around him ; and after exhorting them how to live, and commending his afflicted and 

much distressed companion, and dear little helpless children to God, praying his blessing upon 
them, he bade them an affectionate farewell. After he had become so much exhausted as to 
, be unable to talk much with his friends, his sign was to raise his hand as a token of victory. — 

This he did often. At one time when his friends thought he was sinking, he revived and sung 
that beautiful hymn, commencing, 

' Rise my soul and stretch thy wing,” &c. 

He died on the 15th June, 1848. He “ rests from his labors and his works follow him.”

Rev. Mackenaw Boachman, a member of the Indian Mission Conference, departed this 
life, at the Old Potawatamie Station, Tuesday Evening, May 18th, 1848. 

Bro. Boa'-hman was a native Potawatamie, and raised without enjoying the advantages of 
Christian instruction. He was left when a very small boy a poor orphan, with but few kindred, and 
scarcely a blanket with which he might cover himselt. But the promise of God was verified 
to him, “ When thy father and thy mother forsake thee, then the Lord will take thee up.’ 
He was raised with the Shawnees, whose language he learned as well as the Potawatarnie. 
When he grew np he married a Shawnee woman, and settled among them. Much of his life 
was spent as a hunter and a trapper. He spent some years in the Rocky Mountains trapping 
Beaver and Otter, in the midst of w-ild savages, where his life was often in great danger. A 
•short time before he went to the mountains the last time the Methodist Mission was established 
amongst the Shawnees, and the Missionary had already commenced preaching-the gospel. It 
being something new, Boachman amongst others was induced to attend and listen. And un- 
der the preaching of Rev. Thomas Johnson, the Holy Spirit touched his heart and showed him 

he was asiuner. . , tt , c • r n 

He however soon after left with the company for the mountains, but the Holy Spirit follow- 
ed him even there. As I have heard him relate, after he had been for some-nionths in that 
hostile countrv, being alone one day, he sat down and meditated upon his condition— -his dan- 
rrer — his distance from his family — his sinfulness j and there he bowed upon his knees 
and prayed, and promised his Maker that if his life was spared until he reached home he would 
be a chri-tiau. The promise made by him in tiie wilderness was faithfully kept. Soon after 
he arrived at home he attended a camp meeting in the white settlement, and understanding 
some English he listened to llie preaching, and the promise he made came home to his mind 
with great force, and when, as he said, “ the preacher invited poor sinners to come and join 
with God’s people and go to heaven, I thought T am poor sinner, I’il go, and I went «nd give 
my hand Then 1 went to myself in the woods and prayed, and my heart melt, and 1 feel 
happy ill God’s love ” From that time bro. Boachman was a new man. His Christian course 

then commenced, and closed not unti: his peaceful spirit returned to God. . , „ 

He soon commenced co exhort his Shawnee Iriends to seek the salvation of their souls. He 
was subsequently employed as an Interpreter, afterwards licensed as a local preacher, and in 
the fall qf 1845 admitted on trial in the Indian Mission Conference. In the fall of TH47 re- 
ceived into full connexion and ordained Deacon, and was appointed to the VVea, Chippewa and 
Sac M ission. At that charge he finished his work, and peacefully and without fear departed 
to his eternal reward in heaven. The station he was at was fiity miles from any other, and 
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his affliction being severe (Pneumonia,) none of us arrived there in time to see him, though 
his greatest wish was to see some of the missionaries before he died. He conversed freely with 
his children, and gave them his dying charge. Sister Boachmaii (his wile) had been called 
away by the providence of God about two months before he was ; so he commended his orphan 
children to God, and exhorted them to take the holy scriptures for their guide. 

Bro. Boachman was a very useful man. He had a peculiar gift in acquiring a knowledge 
of languages. He w as acquainted with most of the Indian languages in this part of the 
country ; and in several of them could preach fluently. We hoped through him to have ac- 
cess to the Sacs and Potawatamies. But the providence of God has ordered it otherwise. 
His preaching was not from what he could hear of the scriptures from the other Missionaries, 
for he read them for himself in his native tongue. And what is remarkable, in the course of a 
few years past, he learned to read the Scriptures in the English language. But in the midst of 
his usefulness, and at a time when his services were most needed he was called away. But a 
merciful and a wise God has done it, and though we are sorrowful, we say, “ the will of the 
Lord be done.” 

Several of oui most efficient native helpers have recently been called away. Our ranks 
are thinned, but the heavenly host is increased. Thank God, missionary labor amongst the 
heathen is not in vain ! We shall reap if we faint not.

Bro. Burwell Abernathy was born in Giles county, Tennessee, in the year of 18 — . In 
early life he embraced religion and joiaed the M. E. Church, aud in ’42 he was admitted on 
trial in the Tennessee Annual Conference and appointed to the Smith’s Fork circuit; ’43 he 
spent at school ; ’44 he was re-admitted on trial and appointed to the Buffalo mission, ’45 to 
the Wayne circuit, ’46 to the Standing Rock circuit, in which fields he labored with great use- 
fulness to the Church, aud gained imperishable honors to himself ; in ’47 he was appointed to 
the War Trace circuit, where, soon after his arrival, he was taken severely ill. Medical aid 
and kind attentions failing to restore him, “ he fell at his post,” bearing testimony to the truth 
of our holy religion. 

Bro. W. G. Gould was a native of Tennessee. In early life he became a member of the 
M. E. Church, In the Fall of 1837 he was admitted on trial in the Tennessee Conference, 
aud transferred to the Mississippi Conference and remained there for several years ; during 
which time he was for four years Presiding Elder of the Alexandria District, where his labors 
were blessed of God.

Having an aged and dependent father living in the bounds 
of the Tennessee Conference, in the Fall of ’46 he was transferred to this Conference, and 
was appointed to the Floience station, in which his labors were greatly blessed, and he was 
held in the highest esteem as a gentleman, a chrLstian, aud an able minister of the New Tes- 
tament. In ’47 he was appointed Agent for Lagrange College. Last August he was taken ill 
at his father’s in Moulton, Alabama. His disease baffled medical skill — his reason was de- 
throned, and after some days of severe suffering ho died in peace.

At Petersburg, Va., on Wednesday 
November 7, 1849. 
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Wm. E. Lee, was born in Sussex county, Virginia, on the 25th of May, 1814. His parents 
were nephew and niece of the Rev. Jesse Lee ‘‘ the Apostle of Methodism in New England.” 
His youth', spent in the seclusion of country life, was chaste and virtuous ; unusually gentle 
and amiable, and more than ordinarily moral and upright. He was early put to school, and re- 
ceived a good English education. He was converted to God on the 4lh of September, 1833 ; 
and entered into the fellowship of the Church within two weeks after he made a profession of 
faith in Christ. After his conversion, he commenced teaching school, and continued in this 
useful labor until the autumn of 1839, when he commenced travelling under the direction of a 
Presiding Elder. In 1840 he was admitted into the itinerancy as a probationer of the Virginia 
Conference ; and continued regularly to receive his appointments from the body until a few 
months previous to his death, when the very feeble condition of his health compelled him to 
rest from his labors. His constitution was naturally delicate, and it was soon exhausted under 
the exposures and toils of .an itinerant life. But while he could work, he “ made full proof of 
his ministry.” He was studious, industrious and persevering ; and his amiable spirit, his devo- 
tional feelings and habits, and his pastoral care and vigilance endeared him to all among whom 
he went preaching the gospel of the grace of God. In the various fields of his ministry he has 
left, in the hearts of the people, testimonials of his piety and usefulness. After several years of 
feeble health, during which, however, he attended all his ministerial duties, in the autumn ©f 
1847 he experienced a rapid decline. He sought the invigorating air of the mountains, but 
health came not with it. At the Conference held in Charlottesville, Va., Nov. 1847, he ap- 
peared for the last time among his brethren. His public work was done. For the short time 
that remained, he was to suffer and submit. From the Conference he repaired to the house of 
his friend, the Rev. W. Timberlake, and here, dying daily, he yie'ded his spirit into the hands 
of its Maker and Saviour on the day of February, 1848. He was a good man, an humble 
Christian, a faithful and holy minister, who having finished his work calmly reposes until the hea- 
vens pass away, and the dead small and great, stand before God. Then he will stand in his 
lot, and his rest shall be glorious. 

Rev. JosiAii L. Knight died of Pulmonary Consumption, Feb. 12th, 1848, at the residence 
of his mother in the county of Matthews in the 38th year of his age. 

Bro. K. embraced religion and joined the M. E. Church in 1828, of which he proved to be 
an exemplary and faithful member. In Nov. 1842 he connected himself with the Virginia 
Annual Conference, and the following year travelled Brunswick circuit; 1844 was stationed in 
Farmville, 1845 travelled Buckingham circuit, to which he was returned in 1846 with the most 
encouraging prospects of abundant success in his labours. There, while diligently prosecuting 
his work, he contracted violent cold and the disease of which he died developed itself. He con- 
tinued on his circuit until the latter part of the summer when his ill health compelled him to 
retire to his mother’s in the county of Matthews. For awhile hopes were entertained of his 
recovery, but these soon vanished before the evidences of progressing disease. Through the 
whole of his affiiction he manifested entire resignation to the will of God and only desired to be 
more extensively useful. In view of death he was calm, peaceful, confident, and full of joy. 
For him to live was Christ, to die was gain. 

Bro. K. was, for his age in the ministry, an able and acceptable preacher, and promised great 
usefulness in the church. He was a man of gentlemanly manners, amiable disposition, fine 
natural abilities, sound and discriminating judgment, and was greatly beloved by those who 
were favored with his ministry. “ He rests from his labors and his works do follow him.”

Rev. Robert S. Collins, the subject of this obituary, was the son of Rev. McKissey and 
Elizabeth Collins, and Was born in Greenville District, South Carolina, August i 1th, 1811. — 
At an early age his parents removed to Pendleton District — from thence, in 1832, they emi- 
grated to the western country, — and in 1823 settled in the western part of Tennessee. He 
was brought to an experimental knowledge of religion in the year 1829 ; and was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly meeting of Henderson cir., Tenn. Conf , in the year 1S31. After which, 
in the Fall of 1833, he was recommended by the Quarterly meeting of Hatchy ct. to the Tennes- 
see Anneal Conference, where he was admitted on trial in the travelling connection, and re- 
ceived his first appointment on the Wesley circuit in the year 1834, and returned to the same 
work the following year. He was stationed in Pulaski, Tennessee, in 1834; and in the Fall 
«f this year he was transferred to the Mississippi Conference, and appointed to the Holly 
Springs circuit in 1837. In 1838 he was stationed in Woodville, Miss., and the following year 
he was re-appointed to the Holly Springs circuit, — in the Fall of which he asked for, and re- 
ceived, a location for a short time, during which he was united in marriage to Miss Mary Jane 
Penick on the 14th of April, 1841. 

But not being contented in a local capacity, he applied to the Memphis Conference, in the 
Fall of 1841, aud was re-admitted into the travelling connection, and stationed from year to 
year as follows : Camden circuit in 1842, Grenada station in 1843, Paris circuit in 1844, 
Somerville circuit in 1845, Somerville station in 1846, Hernando circuit in 1847, and Coffee- 
ville circuit in 1848, where he finished his work ; and where he breathed his last, in great 
peace aud resignation to the Divine will, on Friday the 9th of June, 1848, about 25 minutes 
after 11 o’clock, P. M., in the 37th year of his age; and in full and blessed anticipation of 
eternal life in heaven. 

Thus bur worthy brother Collins lived, aud laboured ; and vihen called to suffer and die, he 
was found patient, resigned and ready to meet the summons. He expressed himself to a bro- 
ther that Jesus was with him — that his way was clear — that he -viaLS perfectly resigned to 
His will, and happy in His love. Ho exhorted his wife, children, servants, and all^to meet 
himiu heaven — requested the reading of the 14th ch. of St. John, and prayers ; and during 
the solemn exercises he would praise God by saying, “ bless His holy name.” After this he 
adjusted his domestic atFairs, gave the statistics of his life, &c.; and though he lived another 
week, in excruciating suffering, he boro it with great patience, only exclaiming occasionally, 
“why caunot I depart?’* He also repeated with solemn emphasis — 

“ Cease fond nature, cease thy strife, 

' And let mo languish into life.” 

At another time he repeated with blessed confidence, 

“ Happy, if with my latest breath, 

I may but gasp His name. 

Preach Him to all and cry in death. 

Behold, behold the Lamb.” 

Time would fail to relate all the good words that fell from his sanctified lips, while he lin- 
gered on the shores of Time. Let it suffice to say that nothing, in all that he did say, “pass- 
ed from his lips but was au evidence of the purity of his heart.” 

As a man, brother Go'iins was a high-minded, honorable gentleman. As a Chris- 
tian, he was filled with the mind that was in Christ — meekness, humility, gentleness, kind- 
ness, &>c., aiways prominently developed. His religious experience was deep and abiding — 
his practice uniform and convincing. As a minister, he was well indoctrinated, systematic, 
impressive, popular and useful. The appointments he received and filled with credit to him- 
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self and usefulness to the Church, abundantly evinced the estimation in which he was held as 
an able and efficient minister of the New Testament. .4s a Methodist Itinerant, he had ful- 
ly counted the costand unreservedly submitted himself to the appointing power of the Church 
— received his appointments without a murmur — prompt in meeting — efficient in fulHlling 
them. In his domestic relations he was an affectionate husband^ a kind father, a leiiient 
master, and faithful friend. And in his removal from us by an all-wise but inscrutable Provi- 
dence, a vacuity has been occasioned in our ministry — in his domestic circle — and in the 
whole range of his numerous friends and brethren on earth, which will not be filled until we 
shall recognize and embrace our kindred spirits “ in that eternal day.” 

Erasmus M. Nichol, the subject of this brief memoir, was the sen of pious and respecta- 
ble parents, and from his infancy was dedicated to God ; and of him it may be said that he 
knew the Holy Scriptures from his youth. His natural disposition was amiable, his mind sus- 
ceptible of the highest improvement, and his perseverance in his studies and work was only 
surpassed by his desires to be useful to his fellow men. 

He was happily converted to God in the morning of life, and at once united himself to the 
Methodist E. Church ; and in the Spring of 1844 was licensed to preach the Gospel of Christ, 
and in the Fall of the same year was admitted upon trial as a travelling preacher in the Mem- 
phis Conjerence, and was appointed to the Dresden circuit, where his modesty, piety, and zeal 
for his Master’s cause, secured to him the confidence and afiTectionsof the Church. In the 
-'year following he was appointed to the Wesley circuit, and was again alike prosperous and 
beloved. In the succeeding year he was stationed iu the town of Paducah, Kentucky, where 
he w;.s enabled, through the grace of God, to sustain both himself and the cause of his blessed 
Master, and under his godly ministrations the Church was revived, edified, and built up. His 
next appointment was in the city of Jackson, at which place the Memphis Conference was 
then sitting. He entered upon his ministerial and pastoral duties promptly, and continued at 
his post of sacred honor and trust, admired and beloved by all who knew him, until about the 
middle of April last, when he fell sick of an inflammatory sore throat, but wzis not considered 
dangerous until several days had elai«ed, when he was suddenly taken worse, and after ex- 
treme sufierings, which, lasted for a few days, fell asleep in Jesus. * 

In brother Nichol’s death, we have a striking instance of the all-susiaining power of Divine 
grace. Being assured that the hour of his departure had come, he calmly adjusted his tempo- 
ral business ; aud then called for the Holy Bible, and requested a Bro. Minister in attendance 
with him, to read the fifth chapter of the Epistle to the Romans, upon various portions of which 
he oflered an interesting commentary. Thus did the Holy Scriptures cheer him in his last af- 
fliction aud final p 2 i^age through the valley of the shadow of death. Truly the Bible is a 
light that shineth in a dark place. And with his dying breath gave utterance to his last request, 
which was, that his brethren of the Memphis Conference should all meet him in heaven, and 
that he died as he had ever wished to die, at his post. His last words were, Jesus, Jesus, only 
Jesus. Thus died this lovely young minister, full of faith and the Holy Ghost, as it is believed 
in the twenty -fourth yetir of his age, in the comfortable hope of a glorious resurrection.

Bro. Booker was born in Tennessee, Nov. 13th, 1816 ; was some time a resident of Alaba* 
ma, and from thence emigated, with his father, in the year 1839, to Panola county, Texas.— 
He embraced the Christian religion, and joined the M. E. Church about the year 1834 ; wm 
licensed to preach the Gospel as a local preacher in said Church in 1842. 

He joined the Texas Conference, as a probationer in the Itinerant ranks, in the commence- 
ment of 1845. During the year 1845 he travelled in Western Texas, on San Jacinto circuit ; 
in 1846 he travelled on liberty circuit ; in 1847 he was received into full connection, admitted 
to Deacon’s orders, and appointed to Henderson circuit. During the year his health entirely 
failed. At the ensuing Conference he was left without an appointment in view of extreme 
ill health. 

On the 21st of January, 1848, at Col. Hardin’s, in Liberty county, he departed this life, in 
much peace. Though he left behind a bereaved widow, yet she mourns not as one without 
hope. It may be truly said of him that he was a pious man, a zealous minister, and a faithful 
pastor. He fell a martyr to the great work of the Christian ministry. The disease which ter- 
minated in his death was doubtless brought on by his excessive labors in the pulpit, and in his 
pastoral duties. From a sick bed he would often rise and go to an appointmeut. And for the 
salvation of dear sinners he would labor until perfectly exhausted. His heart seemed to be a 
fountain of sympathy for his perishing fellow mortals. But alas ! while laboring for the good 
of others, he has fallen. 

The Conference, at its last session, granted him a year’s rest ; but he rests now in the para- 
dise of God. 

Of Bro. Kelsey the Committee can obtain only an imperfect account. We have learned 
that he was a native of the State of New York. That he was bom in the year 1798. 

He commenced in the ministry in South Carolina about the year 1820 or 1821; he travelled 
two or three years and located. lie then studied medicine, and engaged in the practice of 
physic. In about 1832 or 1833 he emigrated to Tennessee where he was eminently useful as 
a local preacher. In about 1838 he emigrated to Texas. Though it is known that he was 
eminent and useful as a local preacher in Tennessee, yet when our ministers found him in 
Texas, they found him in a backslidden condition, and out of the Church — totally fallen { He> 
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Texas Conference^ 1848. 

again joined the M. E. Church as a probationer, was received into full fellowship, and restored 
to his standing as a local preacher. 

In the commencement of 1846, at the Conference holden in Marshall, he was again re- 
ceived on trial in the travelling connection, and he was subsequently restored to his standing as 
an EHer in the Church. 

^ The last three years of his life he was quite useful, during which time he was a pattern of 
piety and humility. As a physician, bro. Kelsey stood high with the medical faculty as a 
skillful and successful practitioner. As a minister of the Gospel he was much admired for his 
talents, and as a good man and a gentleman greatly beloved. 

Bro. Kelsey was a ripe scholar, aud he had combined in himself those excellent qualities 
which constitute a man both a gentleman and Christian. He was a man of truly dignified 
manners, and at the same time of retiring modesty. During the late revival in Marshall aud 
vicinity he labored to great profit, and evidently enjoyed much of the happy effects in his own 
soul. Though his death was very sudden and unexpected^ yet of his safe and peaceful depar- 
ture there can be no doubt.
